Priceless: Sight 
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Jet Set Stylist Foresees 
An Era of Long Hair

Death’s darkness closes the 
eyes, raising the curtain on a 
swiftly-moving drama. The au­ 
dience waits for a happy end­ 
ing. These eyes will enjoy a 
new lifetime of usefulness pro­ 
viding vision 
to 
two 
other 
people. 


Time races toward the cli­ 
mactic 
moment 
of 
corneal 
transplant. It must be per­ 
formed within the critical 24 to 
48-hour limit. The Illinois Eye 
Bank is notified that donor 
eyes are available. They are 
removed by a specialist within 
two hours of death. Sped by 
the Red Cross, state or local 
police, the priceless organs are 
processed at the eye bank re­ 
ceiving station. Often, eyes are 


flown in by cooperating air­ 
lines. 


TW O SURGEONS, 
whose 
patients head the waiting list, 
are notified that each may 
have a donor eye. Wheels start 
to turn in readiness at the hos­ 
pital. 
Surgery 
is scheduled, 
r o o m s 
reserved, 
recipient 
made ready. The motor ser­ 
vice is activated. Kept refrig­ 
erated in a vacuum, the eye is 
delivered 
to 
the 
operating 
room. Not until then is the 
cornea removed from the do­ 
nor eye. The miracle of sight 
restoration takes place in the 
life of a person previously cut 
off from rainbows, landscapes, 
newsprint. 


For 20 years before heart 
transplants, the Illinois Eye 


Bank has been supplying new 
eyes and new hope to victims 
of corneal disease or injury. 
Yet relatively little is heard 
from this department. 


CORRINE 
CLOPPAS, 
eye 
bank program consultant, with 
the Illinois Society for Pre­ 
vention of Blindness, said that 
many people are cruelly dis­ 
appointed because they believe 
they can receive a new eye for 
conditions of blindness other 
than corneal. 
“At this time there is no way 
known to transplant the entire 
eye,” she said. 
The cornea, the transparent 
structure covering the eye, is 
the primary portion of the eye 
utilized. 
Scleral 
tissue 
(the 
white part of the eye) and vit­ 


reous fluid are collected for 
other types of eye surgery. The 
remainder 
is 
sent 
to 
oph­ 
thalmologists 
and 
medical 
schools for research. 
NO ONE IS ever charged for 
a donor eye. It is a gift from a 
person compassionate enough 
to care that others might see. 
A person over 18 who wishes to 
donate his eyes after death 
may request a legal form from 
the Illinois Eye Bank, 220 S. 
State Street, Chicago. 
Regardless of poor vision, 
advanced 
age 
or 
condition, 
anyone who will make the ulti­ 
mate sacrifice may donate his 
eyes. Some portion of every eye 
is useful. The Illinois Eye Bank 
waiting 
list f o r 
transplant 
recipients spans a few weeks to 
sometimes as long as a year.

Researchers’ Delight 
A Medicine Container 
That’s Childproof

YORK U P I- 
The 
tests involving little children 
seemed a bit unkind this par­ 
ticular day. 
The tots and toddlers were 
handed vials filled with jelly­ 
beans and pennies. For the 
better part of an hour the chil­ 
dren tried to open the contain­ 
ers to get at the goodies inside. 
No luck. 
The 
researchers 
were 
de­ 
lighted. They finally had in­ 
vented a medicine container 
that would be childproof. Hun­ 
dreds had failed the childproof 
test in previous trials. 


THE U.S. PUBLIC 
Health 
Service estimates that more 
than 
one-half-million 
Ameri­ 
cans were poisoned accidental­ 
ly in their homes last year. Be­ 
tween 75 and 90 per cent were 
five years of age or under. 
Important 
causes 
of 
their 


distress: Curiosity and ability 
to get at medicine containers, 
particularly aspirin. 
A report on the successful 
childproof container was made 
at the annual meeting of the 
American Academy of Pediat­ 
rics. 
THE USUAL TWISTING or 
prying of which a child is ca­ 
pable will not open a “ Palm- 
n-Turn’’ vial. The pliable plas­ 
tic cap has lugs on it. When 
the cap is closed the lugs fit 
into notches on the vial. 
Yet when you press the cap 
into the 
palm 
and turn it 
slightly it opens easily, and 
simply by pressing it into your 
palm, you depress a springy 
plastic disc inside the cap, 
freeing all lugs from the not­ 
ches. 
THE VIALS, manufactured 
by Med-A-Safe Inc., of Beverly 
Hills, Calif., were tested for ef­

Scherz and associates at Madi- 
gan General Hospital, Tacoma, 
Wash.

dispensed 
by 
Madigan General Hospital and 
McChord Air Force Base phar­ 
macies — through use of the 
containers. 
T H E 
NATIONAL 
Safety 
Council commented. 
“This closure could conceiv­ 
ably lower the rate of poison­ 
ings among small children due 
to accidental ingestion of pre­ 
scription medicines.” 
The containers 
have been 
made a standard item in all 
U.S. Army, Air Force and Ma­ 
rine installations. And bills to 
make use of safe containers 
m a n d a t o r y have been in­ 
troduced in Congress.

The Tight Against Birth Defects 


German Measles Victims 
Are Subject of Study 
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(This is the fourth in a 
series on what’s being done 
in the fight against birth de­ 
fects. Dr. Louis Cooper, di­ 
rector of the National Foun- 
dation-March of Dimes Ru­ 
bella 
Birth 
Defects 
Eval­ 
uation Project, reports in the 
following article on the study 
being 
conducted 
by 
New 
Y o r k 
University 
Medical 
Center at Bellevue Hospital 
in cooperation with the Na­ 
tional Foundation.) 
One of this nation’s worst 
German 
measles 
epidemics 
struck with devastating effect 
several years ago, and today 
we 
are 
experiencing 
after­ 
effects that might be equally 
disastrous. 
Our study of 500 children to 
determine their medical prob­ 
lems also brought to light their 
long-term non-medical needs. 
The study was financed by The 
National Foundation-March of 
Dimes in cooperation with New 
York University Medical Cen­ 
ter at Bellevue Hospital. 


Most of these children were 
born with one or more defects 
involving either sight, hearing, 
heart or brain caused when 
their mothers contracted Ger­ 
man measles (rubella) while 
pregnant 
during 
the 
1964-65 
epidemic of that disease. 
WU SOON found that these 
children needed an umbrella of 
care to provide physical, emo­ 
tional and educational help, 
brought into focus at the same 
time and under the same roof. 
A hospital setting offers the 
best facility and 
experts 
to 
conduct such a program for 
very sm all children. In collabo­ 
ration with the Board of Edu­ 
cation of the City of New York, 
a pilot preschool program was 
started at Bellevue Hospital in 
October, 1967. Three teachers 
were assigned as faculty by 
the New York City School Sys­ 
tem, and additional staff were 
provided by the Rubella Birth 
Defects Evaluation Project and 
the New York City Department 
of Hospital and Health. 
NEW W AYS OF learning are 
being tried by the team of 
teachers, and new avenues of 
hope are being explored. One 
teacher 
each 
was 
selected 
from the fields of special edu­ 
cation for the deaf, the blind 
and the brain injured. 


The teachers then selected 17 
three-year-olds from nearly 60 
in the study group who were 
receiving no educational ser­ 
vice because of the complexity 
of their handicaps. A ll the chil­ 
dren had some degree of brain 
damage and hearing loss. Half 
had congenital heart disease, 
and half had visual problems. 
Some have had heart surgery; 
others have needed eye oper­ 
ations. A ll have had many ill­ 
nesses, some 
with 
frequent 
hospitalization. 
A T 
THE 
Bellevue 
Pre­ 
nursery School, each teacher 
works first with a child on an 
individual 
basis. 
The devel­ 
opment of play skills, self-care, 
watching and listening are all 
important. 
Although the children have 
multiple physical impairments, 
deafness or hearing im pair­ 
ment come in for particular at­ 
tention. 
Great 
emphasis 
is 
placed on teaching the child to 
recognize and identify sounds. 
A music therapist has been 
provided 
by 
the 
Musicians 
Emergency 
Fund. 
Teachers 
and the children play typical 
kindergarten 
percussion 
in­ 
struments. Although the chil­ 
dren may not hear the sounds 
as we do, they are extremely 
responsive to music. 
TEACH ERS H ELP the chil­ 
dren know the instruments, 
learn their names by touch and 
by sight and listen to and feel 
the vibrations of the different 
sounds. 
How far the children w ill 
progress is not known. How­ 
ever, each child w ill be given 
an opportunity to learn up to 
his full potential. Speech w ill 
come for some when they put

all the training and constant 
drilling together. Other chil­ 
dren may never speak. 


There is a great deal we can 
still learn from this modest ex­ 
ploration of the education of 
the handicapped, but one sign 
of progress is the acceptance 
of four children from the group 
by other special schools for 
classes that began in Septem­ 
ber. 


IN T H EIR TURN, other chil­ 
dren now on our waiting list 
w ill be able to receive training 
at the hospital school.

What is disturbing was 
that the hero of the affair turned 
out to be, not a government in­ 
spector, but a shopper who hap­ 
pened to be a toxicologist. 


Throughout this incident and in 
the weeks that followed, govern­ 
mental 
agencies, 
including 
the 
Food and Drug Administration, 
have remained conspicuously si­ 
lent. 


Why are the poisonous beans 
allowed to be grown in Florida? 
How is it they are permitted to be 
imported from other countries into 
the United States when customs 
regulations prohibit less dangerous 
products? 


The disturbing 
aftermath 
is 
that nobody has ever explained 
why. Neither has anyone assured 
the public that steps would be tak­ 
en to prevent a similar hazard 
from recurring. There has been no 
move to stop the growing and mar­ 
keting of the toxic beans in this 
country. There has been no talk of 
an investigation to discover who or 
what went wrong. 


The public has a right 
to de­ 
mand answers. 


Regrettably, the Johnson Ad­ 
minstration did not recognize that 
right. Betty Furness, supposedly 
the official champion of the con­ 
sumer, didn’t even open a refrig­ 
erator or any other door on the 
matter. 


This lack of action encompasses 
more than beans. It has a bearing 
on the safety of every product sold 
throughout the country.

HEW Secretary Robert Finch and 
other concerned agencies in the 
new Nixon Administration.

I followed the crowd through the streets 
of Washington, D.C., on Inauguration 
Day, trying to understand what the start 
of a new administration meant to the 
thousands assembled for the ceremony 
and parade. To the assembled hippies, 
Inauguration Day was Demonstration 
Day. 
A polite crowd in front of the Capitol 
building listened to Richard Nixon deliv­ 
er his Inaugural Ad­ 
dress and gave limp 
applause 
to 
Nixon’s 
promises to bring the 
country together. 
A p o r t l y lady 
wearing a Nixon but- 
t o n whispered, 
“I 
hope it all comes out 
all 
right.” 
Camera 
buffs 
jostled 
each 
other for good photographic angles and 
littered the Capitol lawn with dis­ 
carded papers from Polaroid cameras. 
After the ceremony, spectators began 
to search for their seats along the pa­ 
rade route. 
People poured into the Senate office 
building to warm up and visit the offices 
of their congressmen. 
McCarthy was in his office, working 
on a stack of papers, while tourists wan­ 
dered through the halls. Dungaree-clad 
demonstrators sat on the floor at the 
first floor entrance eating sandwiches 
and photographing visitors to the build­ 
ing. 
“They should be thrown out of here,” 
snapped one well-dressed young man to

Boycott Defended 


This is in response to Mr. James 
Stewart’s letter printed in the Arlington 
Heights Herald of Jan. 20. I must say 
that it is I who am now shocked and 
fearful about the future of this country. 
It is people of your persuasion that con­ 
vince the revolutionaries and black mili­ 
tants that their cause is just. 
There’s no point in my discrediting the 
John Birch Society’s doctrine and liter­ 
ature because it has already done that 
itself through its irrational, unreason­ 
ing, and irrelevant witch-hunting and 
red-baiting which serves only to polarize 
America and ruin attempts at making 
America more livable for all people. 
Now I would like to go into your at­ 
tempts to discredit Mr. Cesar Chavez. 
For that, I w’ould like to quote some tes­ 
timony in the Congressional Record, giv­ 
en by Senator Williams of New Jersey 
on Oct. ll, 1963. 
“Cesar Chavez was a migrant farm 
worker and came from a family of mi­ 
grants. He was a community organizer 
for the Community Service Organization 
(CSO) from 1952 to 1962. Because of his 
deep feelings about the suffering of farm 
workers, and his conviction that farm 
workers had to protect themselves and 
improve their conditions through their 
own organization, he left his job at CSO 
in 1962; his wife, Helen and their 8 chil­ 
dren moved to Delano, Calif. They lived 
on farmwork and began organizing the 
National Farm Workers Association. Be­ 
fore the strike, Chavez’s union salary 
was less than $75.00 a week. Since the 
strike began, he has been supported by 
the union; food comes from the strike 
store or kitchen; and only $5.00 per week 
is paid to him, as all adults who work on 
the strike. The food and money come 
from unions, churches, individuals, etc. 
Without these contributions, there would 
be no strike.” 
CHAVEZ HAS had several long fasts 
to protest the violence committed by 
growers upon his picketers. The accusa­ 
tions of his advocacy of violence and the 
destruction of capitalism are complete 
falsehoods and fabrications. It is well 
known that Chavez and the entire move­ 
ment is dedicated to nonviolent action 
just as Martin Luther King and Mo­ 
handas Gandhi. Here is some more testi­ 
mony from the Congressional Record. 
“But the farmworkers solemnly feel 
that they are resorting to nonviolent ac­ 
tion as the only way to obtain their liber­ 
ation from decades of poverty and ex­ 
clusion as the forgotten Americans . . . 
The greatness of our country lies in the 
sympathy and support each of us ren­ 
ders to our fellow citizens. We must put 
forth every effort to secure justice and 
righteousness as the foundation of our 
civilization.” 
In the October, 1968, issue of Esquire, 
there was an article entitled, “Twenty 
Seven People Worth Saving.” Cesar Cha­ 
vez is one of the people they list as 
worth saving. This is their description of 
the people on the list. 
“ . . . there are some, a few, individ­ 
uals, who give evidence that selfless be­ 
havior is not a genetic impossibility. No­ 
body knows how many of them there 
are, but here we have 27 examples . . . ” 
Of the union, Esquire says, 
“His 
union is working constantly to bring the 
members into the mainstream of com­ 
munity life.” 
IF CHAVEZ AND his union are sub­ 
versive and violent, why do they have 
the support of the AFL-CIO and UAW? 
— 
of 
the 
National 
Conference 
of 
Churches and Board of Rabbis of South­ 
ern California? Why has he received 
massive political support; from the late 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy, 
from 
Eugene 
McCarthy, Hubert Humphrey? Numer­ 
ous Congressmen from all over the coun­ 
try have supported him, from Jacob Jav- 


itts (R-New York) to Alan Cranston (D- 
California). The mayors of 20 of our big 
cities support him, Mayor Daley of Chi­ 
cago, Mayor Alioto of San Francisco, 
and the Mayor of Toronto, Canada, in­ 
cluded. 
I 
don’t need 
to 
remind 
anyone 
that the AFL-CIO is a good American 
labor organization. 
As you said about Jewel, do you think 
all these people and organizations are so 
“stupid” that they would support the 
Grape Boycott and Chavez, 
“without 
having some facts about Chavez to base 
their position on?” No, they aren’t stupid 
and Chavez is not a communist. 
Now, a word on your charge of ter­ 
rorist

THE STATEMENT Jewel made, on

“ God grant that I may fish until my dying day! 
“ And when it comes to my last cast I then most humbly pray, 
“ When in the Lord s safe landing net I’m peacefully asleep, 
“ That in His mercy I be judged as good enough to keep.” 
That little verse, its author mercifully preserved in anonym­ 
ity, signals the return for 1969 of the Fisherm an’s Information 
Bureau calendar. (It doesn’t really signal the return, since ifs 
inscribed on November’s page, but it does serve as a convenient 
device to signal the return of another column on the calendar.) 
It was shipped in during the week, with an accompanying 
letter signed — as is all the FIB’s correspondence — by F. I. 
Sherman. (That spells “fisherm an.” Get it?) It — the calendar — 
rem ains a singularly useful chronology of the days for any fish­ 
erman, and would grace any fisherm an’s desk top, if fishermen 
worked from desks. 
Its pages, handsomely illustrated with a sketch of a dragon 
fly on a cork bobber in the upper left hand corner and of a dead 
fish on a scale in the upper right, are again replete with whole­ 
some observations (the favorite being “Fishing is FAMILY Fun” ) 
and those anonymous little fishing verses, and they fairly bubble 
with pithy Izaak Walton aphorisms, (i.e., “ O Sir, doubt not but 
that Angling is an art; is not an art to deceive a Trout with an 
artificial fly? — a Trout! that is more sharp-sighted than any 
Hawk you have named . . .” ) 
But, of course, the big lure (that’s a fish-type joke) is the 
FIB’s inspired practice of immortalizing each appropriate 
day when a world’s record fish was landed, by who, wrere, 
and how much it weighed.) 
Thus we can note with reassurance, and a small sense of 
relief, that the year kept intact the achievement of Baxley 
McQuaig Jr., who, you will remember, on Feb. 17, 1961, pulled a 
9 pound, 6 ounce chain pickerel out of the water near Homerville, 
Ga., that chain pickerel being the biggest one ever caught any­ 
where, as far as anyone knows. 
So, too, remained safe the accomplishments of McQuaig J r.’s 
colleagues in triumph, Willard Cravens, Holbrook Goodale, Hu­ 
bert Hammers (whom some may recall as having recently been 
defeated in a bid for the U.S. Presidency, or as the dirty old 
rascal who pursued Lolita, or as the gentleman who refined Eliza 
Doolittle, none of which is correct), John Skimmerhorn and 
Townsend Miller, to name a few. 
But 1968 did bring five new record accomplishments to 
the list, and a revision of two other records, as documented 
by the official record-keepers, “Field and Stream ” magazine 
and the International Game Fish Association. 
May must have been a distressing month for the record- 
keeper-calendar-makers, with two fresh water records being es­ 
tablished just six days apart, a 1-pound, 2-ounce warmouth taken 
the 18th on the Cooper River in South Carolina, and then, on the 
23rd, an 8-pound, 8-ounce spotted bass being pulled out of Smith 
Lake in Alabama. May also brought one new salt water record, 
an 85 pound dolphin being landed off Spanish Wells in the Ba­ 
ham as on the 29th. Any May brought a revision of the white bass 
record, which now should read 5 pounds, 4 ounces, taken by 
Henry A. Baker on May 4,1966, in the Toronto Reservoir, Kansas. 
Other new records were a blue marlin, 845 pounds, taken off 
St. Thomas, the Virgin Islands, on the Fourth of July; and a 563- 
pound, 8-ounce California black sea bass pulled up off Anacapa 
Islands Calif., on August 20. Revised was the record for the Arctic 
grayling, the biggest now recognized as a 5-pound, 15-ounce catch 
taken August 16, 1967, from the Katseyedie River in the North­ 
west Territories (that’s Canada, not our suburbs). 
The calendar represents 12 months of such trivia ammunition. 
It’s good fun, and reminds you that so is fishing. You could, for 
example, launch next month with these words from the pen of the 
long-departed Walton: 
“Indeed my good scholar, we may say of Angling as Dr. 
Boteler said of strawberries: ‘Doubtless God could have made 
a better berry, but doubtless God never did’; and so if I 
might be judge, ‘God never did make a more calm, quiet 
innocent recreation than Angling.”
